2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-2, 4-13, 16- 
17 and 19-22 because the prior art of record fails to teach a printed fabric of the present invention 
that is made by a process in which the fabric is pre-treated with a wicking agent prior to printing 
with disperse dyes and then is heated at the temperature and time claimed by applicants herein to 
produce the crocking and colorfastness properties claimed by Applicants.
